Lloyd George States Committee 
Will Inquire into Matter at 
Once 


LENGTHY SUMMARY 


Issue Statement of Government’s 


Policy Regarding Trade, 
Industry and Labor 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—Premier Lioyd 
George has issued a lengthy summary 
of the government's policy regarding 
trade, industry and labor as announc- 
ed in his recent address in the com- 
mons. It emphasizes strongly points 
made on that occasion, and states 
that the government ‘s deeply im- 
pressed with the evidence secured by 
the coal commission and the neces- 
sity of ameliorating the unsatisfac- 
tory social and housing conditions of 
the miners. Any echeme of re-organ- 
ization of industry, it is stated, must 
ensure sufficient coal supply at such 
cost as to enable the export trade of 
the country to be maintained and ex- 
tended. 

The committee, it is announced, 
will immediately establish an inquiry 
into the increase of the output. 

In rerard to trade policy, steps will 
be taken to promote industrial re-, 
' gearch, tnvention and increasing ef- 
' ficiency by developing technical edu- 
Secation. Increased output will be 
* stimulated by propaganda, 

The importance of the principle of 
standardization is emphasized, It is 
proposed to establish department of 
standards to promote and co-ordinate 
standardization generally to adminis- 
ter all necessary testing institutions 
and authorize testing that will be 
carried out by technical institutions, 
trade organizations or private firms 

It is proposed that fees charged for

Price Will Soar Before Short- 
age Is Relieved 


COMMITTEE'S REPORT 


Could Give No Hope of Relief

Month 


OTTAWA, Aug. 23. — Wholesale 
grocers in convention at the Chateau 
Laurier last night predicted § that 
sugar would soar to twenty cents a 
pound before the present shortage is 
relieved. They declared a real fam- 
ine would exist before supplies in 
Canada have caught up, and placed 
the blame chiefly on the seamen’e 
strike in New York. 

As an emergency measure the pur- 
chase of fifty carloads of sugar, tied 
up in Canada owing to shipping dlf- 
ficulties, has been recommended by a 
committee of the wholesale grocers. 
They will pay, It is said, fifteen cents 
a pound and the price to the consum- 
ers will be eixteen to seventeen cents. 

A committee appointed to report 
on the sugar shortage could give no 
hope of relief ynside of the next month. 
The decision to buy the fifty carloads 
available was arrived at without hesit-. 
ation, and when the sugar is available 
it will be distributed among whole- 
salers throughout the country. 

The association pledged itself to 
assist the board of commerce in ite 
efforts to reduce the oost of living. 

Differences of detail and disputes 
between wholesalers and retailers are 
to be settled in future by a board 
composed of six from each claas of 
the grocery trade. The members 
are not yet named, 

The convention closed last night 
and next year will be held in Toronto.

identified with the Republican party,

He was a 
friend of Gladstone, and, in 
connection with Samuel Storey, M.P. 
for Sunderland, formed a syndicate

1891 Mr. Carnegie contributed an ar- 
ticle to the New York Tribune, en- 
titled “How to Get Rich,” contending 
that native ability and industry were 
sufficient to secure prosperity without 
the ald of a college education.

The first requisite 
that a person demanda in a plano ts good 
ton lo secure the right quality of tone 
there is more depending upon the innocent 
lodking little hammers than one ts apt to 
think offhand Take for instance the bam 
wer-felt, the substance that strikes the 
plano strings thereby producing a certast 
tone The prime requisite in making the 
hammers is the wool. It must be cut from 
live sheep, “dulled” woo! from the hides 
of dead sheep ts no good for felts because 
Wool like that ts dead and cannot be re- | 
vived by blasts of cold air, | 

‘The basic wool of hammer-felts is merino, | 
which has a long silky fibre, the main sup 
ply of which comes from Australia and the 
Cape of Good Hope. Being of such soft 
quality, however, this wool has to Save 
mixed with it other hardening wool to give 
it the necessary firmness.
